MINISIHY OF DEFENCE 

New Delhi, the 28th March, 1978 

S.R.O. 106.^ — ^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following refla- 
tions further to amend the Navy Ceremonial, Conditions 
of Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may bo called the Naval Cere- 
monial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous (Amend- 
ment) Regulations, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their' 
publication in the OfiScial Gazette. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, — 

(i) in regulation 269, in sub-regulation (1), for the 
brackets and figure “(1)", the brackets, figure 
and words “(1) Old Entrants" shall be substituted, 
and after sub-regulation (1) as so amended, the 
following sub-regulations shall bo Inserted, 
namely : — 

“(lA) New Entrants, — (a) Boys, Artificer Appren- 
tices and Direct Entry sailors may be enrolled 
for a period calculated to permit a period of 
15 years* service to bo completed from the date 
of enrolment or from the date of attaining the 


age of 17 years, whichever is later, provided 
their services are so long required. 

(b) All new entrants with 15 years’ initial engage- 
ment are to sign a declaration that they shall 
be liable to recall to active service, after 
release upto two years in case of Non-Artifi- 
cers and three years in ciise of Artificers : 

Provided that during the said period they shall not 
be required to undergo refresher training or 
be entitled to any retaining fee, but when 
recalled they shall be entitled to normal pay 
and alowanccs : 

Provided further that if recalled they shall he liable 
to serve for so long as their services are 
required : 

Provided also that sailors released prematurely 
from service at their own reque.st shall also be 
liable to active service upto the periorl stated 
above. 

(IB) (a) In case of the existing sailors, their 

period of engagement shall be governed by sub- 
regulation (1), except that they shall not be 
transferred to Fleet Reserve. 

(b) The Existing Fleet Reservists shall not be 

required to undergo refresher training but shall 
be entitled to the retaining reo till they arc 
wasted out. 

(IC) Persons joining service on or after the 3rd 
July, 1976 shall be deemed to be Now 
Entrnts.” ; 

(ii) for regulation 287, the following regulation shall 
be substituted, namely; — ■ 

“287. Age of compulsory retirement of sailors— The 
ages of compulsory retirement of sailors shall 
bo given below: — 

(a) Sailors of all ranks upto and including the 

Chief Potty Officers rank . . .50 years ; 

(b) Master Chief Petty Officers Class 1 and 

Class n 55 years’’.
